RECOMMENDED ACTION: That the City Council approve the p r io r i ty  l i s t  f o r  t h e  
ins ta l la t ion  of handica accessible curb ramps i n  the p u b l i c  
right-of-way (Exhibit  A ! and authorize the preparation of 
plans, specif icat ions,  and bidding us ing  Block Grant funds. 

BACKGROUND INFORMATION: The City o f  Lodi has a l located $49,868 i n  Cornunity 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) funds  f o r  the i n s t a l l a t i o n  
of handicap ramps. For the p a s t  few years ,  the T r a f f i c  
Division has logged requests f o r  handicap ramps. T h e  

l i s t  now t o t a l s  over 70 locations w i t h  a n  approximate cost  of $275,000. A t  
locations where the request was fo r  a ramp a t  a spec i f i c  corner o r  corners,  the 
calculated cos ts  include r e t ro f i t t i ng  the e n t i r e  in te rsec t ion  unless i t  i s  obviously 
not needed. 

Until now, the in s t a l l a t ion  of handicap ramps a t  exis t ing locations has been funded 
by the S t r ee t  Capital Improvement Program. Annual funding f o r  this  portion of t h i s  
Program was recently increased from $5,000 to  $15,000. 
c r i t e r i a  or  p r io r i ty  scheme established regarding the in s t z l l a t ion  of these ramps. 
Most of the ramps ins ta l led  under this Program have been near Lodi Memorial Hospital 
or a t  locations adjacent to  sidewalk repairs .  

There has been no formal 

The  City a l so  i n s t a l l s  handicap ramps as a p a r t  of most s t r e e t  projects and requires  
developers t o  i n s t a l l  ramps w i t h  a l l  new construction and to  r e t r o f i t  ramps on 
b u i l d i n g  prs jec ts  valuei over 525,000. 

With  the now avai lable  CDBG f u n d i n g ,  the l i s t  of requested locations was p r io r i t i zed  
based on several fac tors ,  including the type and location of pedestrian generator i n  
the area,  pedestrian volume fac tor ,  cost  fac tor ,  and other  factors .  
each of these factors  i n  determining the p r io r i ty  r a n k i n g  i s  described below: 

The  ro le  of 

Pedestrian Generator 

The types of pedestrian generators included i n  the r a n k i n g  have been placed in to  
five categories.  In each of these categories ,  a numeric value has  been assigned 
depending on where the pedestrian generator ex i s t s  i n  relatiotiship t o  the requested 
location. The closer  the generator i s  t o  the requested l o c a t i m ,  the higher the 
number value assigned to the location. 
description of  the types o f  uses i n  each:

Because pedestriaq volume counts are not available for  the majority of these 
locations, a ranking between . and 5 has been used based on the type and intensity 
of pedestrian generator i n  the area and the l i k e l i h o d  o f  pedestrian activity.  
minimum score of 1 i s  used a t  locations where pedestrian volume would be expected t o  
be minimal.

The maximurr! score of 5 i s  for locations where h i g h  pedestrian ac t iv i ty  

Cost Factor 

Another important factor t o  consider i s  the cost of install ing handicap ramps. 
Since installation costs range from 92,500 t o  $4,500 f o r  each ramp, cost can greatly 
a f fec t  the number of  ramps t h a t  can be installed with the available Block Grant  
funds. This calculated factor i s  adjusted t o  give points iti the 0 t o  4 range. 

Other Factors 

Other factors t h a t  have an effect on the installation of handicap ramps have also 
been considered. These f ac to r s  include f a c i l i t i e s  tha t  were n o t  covered in the 
preceding categories a n d  locations where t h ?  nstallation of handicap ramps can be 
fur.ded as p a r t  of a construction project. 
ex i s t ,  po in t s  were allotted based on siniilar actors used in the l i s ted  categories. 
A t  locations where the installation i s  funded as p a r t  of a construction project, the 
to ta l  scores were adjusted to equal zero.

RECOMMENDATION 

S t a f f  recommends t h a t  the Ci ty  Council  approve  t h e  p r i o r i t y  r a n k i n g  method for t h e  
installation of handicap ramps. Future requests for handicap ramps will be added t o  
the l i s t  and the rankings w i l l  be adjusted. T h i s  will allow s ta f f  t o  advise those 
cit izens requesting ramps roughly how soon they will be installed assuming th is  CDBG 
Program continues t o  be funded by the C o u n c i l .

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Staff also requests Council authorization to nrepare plans, specifications, and go 
out to bid based on the priority list. The bid package will consist of ct base bid 
for the installakiori of ramps based on the City's cost estimates plus an alternate 
bid for the installation of additimal ramps in the event that more ramps than stzff 
estimated can be installed with the available CDBG money.

Re: Public Hearing to Consider Transportation Permit Fees... 

I am writing concerning your consideration of adopting the Caltrans 
fee schedule f o r  transportation permits. First I would like to 
acknowledge the good j o b  your staff has done in preparing to 
implement this plan. Wh-Jn I first contacted Jeannie she was very 
open to meeting with our company to get our input on the permit 
process and the various permit procedures that we aee throughout the 
state. 

After seeing the three alternatives that the staff came up with w e  
have concluded that the best alternative would b e  the 12 the 
Modified Caltrans Procedure, IF a provision can be made to limit the 
cost of an annual permit to an amount no more that twice the regular 
permit price. I will go into my reasoning for this shortly. 

First let me point out the strong points of this procedure. 

Faxed Applicntions and Faxed Permits 

Faxing applications and faxing back the completed permit would be a 
simple procedure for our staff and yours. W e  would b e  saved the 
time spent to travel to city hall, vaiting for the permit, paying 
fees, and returning to our office. Your staff would be saved from 
having to stop their other work to process a permit whenever a 
permit applicant walks in the door. 

If you accept faxed applications we could (upon setting up an 
account) b e  able to stay at our office, fax you the application, 
a l l o w  your staff a couple of hours to process it, and receive the 
application back via fax. 

The companies who do n o t  regularly apply for permits in Lodi and do 
not have an account set  up could enlist the services of one of ths 
various permit services that exist. The permit service could fax 
the application to the clty, receive the faxed p e r m i t  back from the 
city, have the permits billed to the permit service and then bill 
the trucker themselves for the permit fee and their own service fee. 
This is presently a common practice in the industry. 

Annual Permits 

- ihe idea of issuing annual permits would  b e  a time and money saving 
option. If annual permits were issued far items such a s  e x t r a  legal 
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height, width and length up to a given size the permit itself would 
only have to b e  written once per year. These types of loads would 
not cause any extra wear and tear on city streets or cause any 
safety problems. 

This brings m e  to the cost of these annual permits. Your staff has 
stated that permits cost the city about 918.00 per permit to 
process. I feel that the cost of producing an annual permit 
shouldn't be any more than It costa to process a single trip permit. 
In fact the annual would begin saving the city money the second time 
it was used. This is becau~e, according to the staffs figures, the 
city would be losing $2.00 each time they process a permit if they 
charged the S16.00 Caltrane figure. 

N o w  I grant you that Celtrans charges S90.00 per annual permit, and 
by law so could Lodi, but then again if the permit doesn't cost 
590.00 to create but instead only $18.00, why should the city b e  
making 572.00 per permit? Are transportation permits supposed to b e  
a revenue generating device. I don't think so, and I don't think 
the city government of todi thinks that way. There are many 
governments and bureaucracies out there who choose to use the 
trucking industry as a revenue source but I think Lodi has more of a 
pro-business attitude than that. 

I think keeping the Annual Permit cost at no more than twice the 
single trip level could be beneficial for both the city and the 
Trucking companies vho would b e  buying permits here. For the 
trucking companies vho would b e  buying annual permits anyway, it 
would of course be a great savings to buy an annual permit for 
532.00 instead of $90.80. For the city, you may find that it 
actually increases revenue to charge the lower figure. 

To illustrate how this may happen lets use the example of an 
out-of-town trucking company buying a permit to haul an overwidth 
load out of an auction yard. If they were to buy the 816.08 single 
trip permit, the city, according to your staffs figures, would lose 
S2.00. If however an annual permit were available at only $32.00 
the trucker may take the chance that they will use the permit again 
in the following year and buy the annual permit instead of the 
single. This would result in the city making 514.08 instead of 
losing 52.00. In the following year the permit could be used 
several times without costing the trucker any more money and without 
costing the city any more money. 

The above scenario relies on the premise that an annual permit would 
not cost the city anymore than a single trip permit, and as long as 
the permit was not for overweight loads or for loads that require 
investigation b y  city staff this premise shouid b e  correct. An 
annual p e r m i t  could be written for a maximum width of 12 feet; a 
maximum height that will keep the load under any overhead lines 



lights or underpasses on the STAA routes through Lodi; and a maximum 
length that could travel safely on a n y  STAA route in Lodi. The only 
costs that these loads  should present to the city are the initial 
costa of processing the permit. 

A s  f a r  as any increased safety hazard that these loads may present 
let m e  make two points: 

1. Our company has hauled 12’ wide loads throughcut the state of 
California for many years and have never had any accidents or 
incidents that were cauaed by the extra width of theae  loada. 

2. Before most cities will issue transportation permits they require 
that the carrier provide them with a certificate of insurance 
showing the city as an additional insured 80 that if any damage vaa 
done to city property by an over dimension load would be covered by 
t h e  carriers insurance. 

In brief, there should be no difference to the city in the cost of a 
permit that i s  used once or a dozen times or more if the permit vae 
only written once. The exception to this would be if a l oad  was 
overweight and therefore caused more wear on city streets. 

In closing let m e  again state my  gratitude to your staff for 
allowing us to have s o m e  input in this process. We hope that you 
will take the comments in this statement into consideration and come 
up with a process that is easy to use and does not place undue 
financial burden onto local truckers such as ourselves who would be 
purchasing annual permits. Please do not charge the excessive fees 
that State law allows for annual permits j u s t  because you can. 
Charge just what you need to cover your costs and you will find that 
it will b e  beneficial for a l l  of us.
